Women's Union Meet Notes 
Plight of Historical Club 




'Dip plight of the RVC Historical 
Society, plans for renovation ol the 
Women's Common Room in the 
Arts Building and'iyport.'s of rom- 
mUiccsih'were the chief topics of 
discussion at a round table meet- 
ing of the Women's Union held 
yesterday afternoon. During the 
two hour meeting questions were 
put to the president of tiic Histori- 
cal Society regarding tliat organl7- 
atlon's unfortunate position, and 
reports v.'cre Itcard from other 
committees sponsored by ' the 
Women's Union. 

In her report, Eva. Watzkc re- 
ported that the RVC HUtoricai 
Society has met this year at one 
ui'giinizationBl meeting in the fall, 
at two joint meetings with the 



Men's Historical Society, and hopes ' 
to have, one more joint meeting and 
one more single meeting before the 
end of the term. She stressed the 
difficulties of obtaining speakers 
and of competing with the McGlll 
society. In response to questions 
she pointed out that the present 
trend seemed to. be toward Joint 
meetings and that she was heartily 
in favor of it. as were most -of 
the members of her society. 

Approval wos given by the ex- 
ecutive of a $500 budget for new 
furnishings and equipment for the 
Common Room in the Arts Build- 
ing. The executive also discussed 
awards, and plans for the annual 
open meeting to be held Monday, 

March 3. , .

Ancestor worshlp'stiU goes on among them, and 
fpi ^long jjJroe,^.'lroy)oral practices were unknown 
SSn^ffenccs against God and mankind 
°Hvere fare; and young-tters were obedient and re-; 
ipëcttul to their elders. As great herders, they 
reckoned their riches in cattle. These virtues and 
Qualities were soon to vanish once vanquished and 
enslaved first by the Dutch about 300 years ago.

it requires patience, planning, and 
a master's louch, Thb year the job 
will be handled by Benallack Press, 
a firm with, extensive experience 
In yearbook publLshing. 

In order to save time and money 
and also to allow greater flexibility 
of layout and design, the offset or, 
lithographic method of printing is 
crfiploycd. Relatively new in the 
printing woVld, this, system has al 
ready supplanted, to a large «iegrce, 
the older . and more conventional 
Ictter-prcfs system whereby papers 
are printed directly from plates. 
■ In brief, offset printing depends 
essentially on a specially developed 
llght-sensl.tlve comiHiund which is 
receptive to I Ink only where it has 
been exposed to light. Special ncj{- 
allves arc prepared composfcd of 
tiny dots which, ;li)cld<;ntally,:lndU 
cate the quality bt thc final produc- 
tion, the more dots per square inch 
of negative, the better the' Job. 
Newspapers generally use 60 to 120 
per I rich while the Annual uses 133, 
' -.'Dark dots on the negative rep 
resent, dark objects and vice-versa, 



Hence, when light is passed through 
the negative to a zinc plate coat- 
ed with compound, areas struck by 
light arc hardened and become ink 
receptive. When a plate has been 
exposed sufficiently, it Is treated 
to prevent further hardening, fitted 
on the press, and the pages arc riin 
off., • . • 

4|simply described here, it Is ac- 
tually a delicate operation from 
start to finish. Tlie preparation and 
development of negative, the coat 
Ing of zinc pliitc, the technique of 
exposure, even the operation of 
the press,. require the skill and ex

In fiencral, eight pages arc pre- 
pared at a time. Layouts are set up 
ill the Annual office and sent down 
regularly to Bcnallack press In lay:
